Immigration Policy 

THE SUBJECT OF IMMIGRATION is receiving a great deal of atten- 
tion in Canada today, It came up frequently in debates during the last 
session of Parliament, and at that time it was announced that an inter- 
departmental committee was preparing a post-war immigration policy. The 
matter was also brought up in the Upper Chamber, when the Senate Im- 
migration Committee brought in a report in which it was urged that a 
vigorous policy of selective immigration be commenced as soon as shipping 
space becomes available. It also stated that the subject of immigration 
is of the greatest importance to the people of this country “if we are to 


hold our place abroad and improve and maintain our standard of living 


at home.” 
* * * * * 


Canada has some 3,500,000 square miles of territory 
Little Hope including large areas where there are valuable resources 
and rich land waiting to be developed, In view of these 
For Future facts, the question has frequently been raised as to 
whether the present population of 12,000,000 people; can expect to remain 
in exclusive ownership of so much land, when in other parts of the world 
overcrowding and many industrious, deserving persons, look to the future 
with little hope if they must remain in their present surroundings. Those 
who favor an extensive immigration program, stress that it must be on a 
highly selective basis and that all those admitted must be the type of 
people who would be an asset to the Dominion.

limited mainly to British subjects, citizens of the 
United States, and a few others in special categories. These regulations 
are still in effect, although recently arrangements were made to admit 
relatives of Canadians from foreign countries, if the Canadian relatives can 
guarantee to provide for them and arrange for their accommodation, It 
was also decided to admit some 4,000 unmarried Polish veterans who had 
fought in company with the Canadian Army in Italy. These men were 
brought into Canada on the understanding that they would work on farms 
for at least two years after their arrival. There is a strong opinion among 
many individuals and organizations throughout the Dominion in favor of 
a selective policy of immigration which would build up the population, 
settling our unoccupied land and providing wider domestic markets for the 
products of our farms and factories. There will be great interest shown 
in whatever action is taken in regard to this matter during the coming

Ice Well for Farms 


A cheap and reliable means 
of maintaining high quality in 
milk and cream before shipping 
from the farm is by regular use 
of an ice well for cooling pur- 
poses. This is especially im- 
portant during warm weather 
conditions, 

An ice well built at this sea- 
son of the year makes it  pos- 
sible to lay in an ample supply 
of ice during the winter months 
Construction of an ice well is 
simple and inexpensive. By dig- 
ging and cribbing a comparative 
ly shallow hole in the ground 
ine can be prepared i in the win- 
ter and used during the sum- 
mer months for proper cooling 
of milk and cream. 

Detailed plans of ice well 
construction may be secured 
from the local creamery, the 
district agriculturist, or the 
dairy branch of the departmen
